On September 19, 1933 a ME. CANA HOGAN, Room 6204, Bilt- 
rnore Hotel, telephoned advising that he is Chairman of the SLs- 
tingoished Quest Committee of the American Legion and that he was 
anxious to get in touch with you in order that an aide could be 
assigned to you for the purpose of escorting you to tbe Commander's 
Dinner for Distinguished Guests on the ni£it of the 19 th. After my 
conversation with MR. HOGAN, MR. TOLSON called the office and I con- 
veyed this message to him. 

MR. CHARLES FORD of the Republic Studios also telephoned 
on the morning of the 19th, stating that he would appreciate my 
telling you or MR.
